Dublin, Tuesday Evening. 

In the London Market to-day Consols stood at yes- 
terday’s rates, and New Threes advanced one-eighth 
per cent. probably in consequence of the Ministerial 
success last night. In this market, as in London, Con- 
sols were unchanged in value, but New Threes improved 
fractionally, an average amount of business having bec u 
effected. 

Bank Stock opened at an advance of one-quarter, and 
finally improved one-half per cent. Royal Banks rea- 
lised last rate. Nationals were on sale, and an en- 
hanced price continued to be offered for Hibernians. 

In Steam Shares, Atlantics lost yesterday’s recovery, 
relapsing to £6, at which they closed weakly. The 
1836 Issue cf the City of Dublin Company realised one- 
half premium, the £100, and £50 (Halves) being still 
in demand. There were sellers of British and Irish, 
and bayers of Dublin and Glasgow at par in both 
CASES. 


The dealings in Mining Securities were confined to 
Connorrees, n last value, business being 
comparatively ted. The previous quotation was 
Offered for Mining Company of Ireland, sellers deman }- 

an advance of one-quarter. Wicklow Copper 
were on sale. 

In Alliance Gas the nominal quotations were, £9} to 
94, and in Patriotics, £6 to £6. 

The Railway market was very dull, and prices un- 
steady, from want of support, rather than from any 
active depressing influence. Dublin, Wicklow and 
Wenxfords slightly declined, and Great Southern Stock 
realised yesterday's value. Midland Great Western 
Halves made a trifling advance. The above were the 
only original railway shares dealt in. In the unquoted 
shares the nominal quotations were as follows :—Bel- 
fast and Northern Counties, £45 to 445; Cork and 
Passage 4105 to £11 ; Dublin and Belfast £44) to £444; 
Irish South Easterns £6 to £6}, and Waterfords and 
Limericks £22); to £23. Dublin and Drogheda £25 
shares were in request.

The latest advices represent a general absence of ac- 
tivity, not only in the home, but in the foreign markets 
likewise. In New York, and other places in the United 
States, money is still stated to be cheap and abundant, 
but no incentive is given thereby to animation. At 
both Melbourne and Sydney, also, business continues 
stagnant, and the in from India and China is 
very much of a like nature. As may be easily supposed 
the unfavourable nature of the trade reports from the 
latter places Form have had the effect oí still 
further depressing the markets íor Manchester goods, 
and of the difficulty of — yarns, &c., 
for the East, even at a further reduction in prices. In 
some other sand cloths, also, the bias prices is 
somewhat her against sellers. 

The lace trade is also extremely dull, but an active 
demand has sprung up for hosiery. With respect to 
our linen trade, the rts, we are happy to say, are 
not unsatisfactory, and it appears that a fair business 
is being done, and that stocks are prevented accumu- 
lating light linens, damasks, and lawns are in active 
request, as also power loom linens, but the high cost 
of yarns is felt by the factory owners. In regard to the 
latter'trade u well-deserved vote of thanks has been 
just passed to Sir Hugh Cairns, by the Association of 
Bleachers, Finishers and Linen Merchants, for his able 
advocacy of their claims in his opposition to the inju- 
rious clauses of the Bleaching and Dyeing Works Bill 
lately before Parliament. 

In consequence of heavy engagements which have had 
to be provided for, a rather general pressure for accom- 
modation has been experienced in London. The 
average rate ut the end of last week was about four per 
cent, and 376 8d was only accepted in exceptional cases. 
The supply at the Stock Exchange, however, was not 
diminished, and the terms for commissions from day to 
day continue 

Wool— The public sales in London of Colonial wool 
have been well attended by, buyers. Good and fine 
qualities have sold briskly at extreme rates, and the 
value of other kinds has been well supported, At Brad- 
ford, there is increased inquiry for bright-haired wools, 
with rather more inclination on the part of bayers to 
operate. 

Cotton—The report of the Liverpool cotton market 
for the week shows dullness at the commencement, but 
a rather better tone towards the close, with firmer 
prices, and on this day the demand was good, and fair 
sales effected.

Ws publish, to-day, the Directors’ half-yearly report 
on the Great Southern and Western Railway, which 
is to be laid officially before the shareholders on 
Saturday next. Had the usual courtesy been ob- 
served, we should have been enabled to present this 
report to our readers, in common with our contem- 
poraries, yesterday morning. As this journal enjoys 
a very wide circulation in the south and west, and as 
many of the country shareholders of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway are subscribers, it 
was a matter of importance to them that they should 
have the earliest information as to the character of 
the report. On finding that the report had not been 
sent to our office, on publiegrounds, and publie grounds 
alone, we communicated with the secretary, requesting 
that he would inform us why the usual courtesy had 
been neglected in our case. To that communication 
we have received no reply whatever. It is not diffi- 
cult to divine the motive of this proceeding. We 
commented, as the case deserved, upon the recent 
collision near Cork, between two trains belonging 
to this railway, and we comtrasted the management 
of the Great Southern and Western Company with 
that of other compatiies. The public have very 
liberally supported as, and where not merely the 
public interest but the public safety is concerned, the 
least we can do is to consult, to the best of our ability, 
for both. To cause that the report should be a few 
hours later in our journal than in others is, after all, 
a very poor revenge for just and temperate criti- 
cism, and recoils upon the constituency of the com- 
pany itself. It is but right that the shareholders 
throughout Ireland should know the condition 
of the Company, the progress of its prosperity, 
the increase of its traffic, and the character of its
